Mr. President: This delegation represents the 
merchants, manufacturers, physicians, bankers and 
men of business generally of Kansas City, who have 
turnedaside from our daily avocations to be the 
pearer to yourself and Mrs. Cleveland of this invita- 
tion, over their own signatures of 21,000 citizens of 
the city of Kansas, in the state of Missouri, expres- 
sive of their earnest desire that you visit their city 
atsuch time during the coming autumn as may 
best suit your own convenience and the exigencies 

f the great public trusi resting upon you. The in- 
vitation cannot be regarded as coming only from 
Kausas City, as that city is a product of aregion 
which extends northward to the great lakes, is vast 
inextent and has for twenty vears been pourmg 
h prodigally its accumulated sayings of money 
and a noticeable percentage of its most energetic, 
capable and progressive citizens.

NICE YELLOW NOODLES. 


A Philadelphia Dealer Arrested for Putting 
Coloring Matter in His Maccaroni. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—Alfred Kramm, 
manufacturer of ‘‘noodles’’ at No. 2,315 and 
2.317 North Tenth street, was taken into cus- 
tody this morning at the instance of the Amer- 
ican Society for the Prevention of Adultera- 
tion of Food, on the charge of mixing chrome 
yellow in his dough instead of eggs, for the 
purpose of giving the noodles a yellow tint, 
and was arraigned at the central station fora 
hearing. Experts testified that chrome 
vellow, or chromate of lead, was found in the 
noodles in the proportion of three grains to 
six ounces of flour, and Krumm admitted that 
he had used the stuff for thirteen years as a 
substitute for eggs, but had discontinued its 
use upon being jnformed of its deadly charac- 
ter. He was held in $800 bail for court. It is 
not known that any deaths have oecurred 
from the effects of the poisonous coloring mat- 
ter.

TROUBLE AT TOLEDO. 


The Sherman and Anti-Sherman 
Men Lock Horns. 


TWO RESOLUTIONS ARE SUBMITTED 


And Referred to the Committee—The Mary- 
land Democratic Convention—Other 
Interesting Political Matters. 


To.xepo, O., July 27.—The republican state 
convention was called to order at 4 p. m. by 
Allen T. Brinsmadg, chairman of the state 
central committee, and opened with prayer by 
Rey. Dr. Williams, of this city, Dan Ryan, of 
Scioto, was announced as temporary chair- 
man, and A.J. Donaldson temporary secre- 
tary. On taking the chair Mr. Ryan made « 
fifteen-minutes’ speech. He reviewed the 
state finances to show democratic mismanage- 
ment and republican capability; recounted the 
circumstances of the alleged bribery in the 
election of Senator Payne by the last demo- 


cratic legislature; reviewed, in condemnatory . 


terms, the democratic platform adopted last 
week at Cleveland, and closed by a strong plea 
for union among Ohio republicans in cham- 
pioning Senator Sherman for the presidency 
next year. His references to Senator Sherman 
weré received amid cheersfrom the Sherman 


men. 

The names of vice presidents of the conven- 
tion, and members of the various committees 
selected by district delegations at their cau- 
cuses, at two o’clock, were then read. The 
committee on resolutions contains Dr. Gray- 
don, of Hamilton, who will nominate Foraker 
tomorrow, ex-Governor Foster, John A. Bing- 
ham, and Congressmen McKinley and E. B. 
Taylor. It is a committee which is the center 
of interest tonight, as the famed Sherman res- 
olution is before it for consideration. 

When the reading was ended the most in- 
tense interest was at once excited by Charles 
Grosvenor, of Athens, rising to offer a resolu- 
tion. Heis one of Sherman’s strongest sup- 
porters, and all knew at once that it was a res- 
olution of indorsement. 

General Warren Keifer, of Springfield, at 
once rose and moved that all resolutions go to 
committee without debate, which was adopted. 
Mr. Grosvenor then read the following reso- 

ution: 

Recognizing, as the republicans of Ohio are 
have, the gifted and tried statesman of the republi- 

an party, other states, loyal and unfaltering in 
heir devotion to the success of the organization in 
838, under whatever standard-bearer the republi- 
an national convention may select, they have just 
pride in the record and career of John Sherman as 
a member ofthe republican party, and as a states- 
man of fidelity, large experience and great ability. 
His.career as asiatésman began with the birth of 
the republican party. He has grown and devel- 
oped with the growth of that organization; his 
genius and patriotism are stamped upon the records 
ofthe party and statutes and constitution of the 
country; and believing that his nomination for the 
office of president Would be wise and judicious, and 
we respectfully present his name to the people of 
the United States as a candidate and announce our 
hearty and cordial support of him for that office. 

No sooner was this read than Colonel J. G. 
Munson, of Zanesville, rose and offered the 
ultimatum of the anti-Sherman men in the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, that we hereby pledge the united and 
enthusiastic support of the republicans of Ohio to 
the nominee of the next national republican con- 
vention and, in this connection, we call the atten- 
tion of the republicans of Ohio to the eminent 
services and splendid career of Hon. John Sherman, 

Both resolutions were referred without de- 
bate. The places of meeting of committees 
were then announced, and the convention ad- 
journed till ten o’clock tomorrow. 

The resolutions above given are now in the 
hands of the committee on resolutions. The 
opponent of the Sherman indorsement offer 
to let the second resolution pass unanimously, 
but declafe that they will fight the Grosvenor 
resolution on the floor of the convention to the 
bitter end. The committee went into session 
at seven o’clock, and will be at work most of 
the night. 

At 12 o'clock the committee on resolutions passed 

the first Sherman resolution—the one absolutely and 
unqualifiedly indorsing Senator Sherman for the 
presidtncy—by a vote of 18 to 3, which was after- 
ward made unanimous, The platform reaffirms the 
Dow. law, and favors such additionsthereto as 
seems to be demanded by the enlightened spirit of 
the age. It takes strong protective ground regard- 
ing the tariff and is emphatic in its condemnation 
of the importation$ of foreign contract labor. It 
condemns the democratic party »f Ohio in strong 
terms and on other points takes the usual republi- 
can position. 


MARYLAND DEMOCRATS. 


Elihu E, Jackson Nominated as a Candidate 
for Governor. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 27.—The democratic 
state convention to nominate candidates for 
governor, comptroller and attorney-general, 
assembled in this city today. Resolutions 
were adopted indorsing the administration of 
President Cleveland, urging delegates in con- 
gress to work for a‘reduction of taxation, op- 
posing the introduction of foreign paupers and 
convicts, and for an election law embodying 
the features of the Holden law, and such other 
provisions as will assure the purity of elec- 
tions. The names of James Hodges, L. Vic- 
tor Boughman, Frank Brown, Stevenso 
Archer and Elihu E. Jackson were presente 
to the convention for the nomination of gov- 
ernor. Balloting began at3o’clock, and on 
the sixth ballot, Mr. Jacksoh, of Wyomico 
county, received a majority of all the yotes of 
the convention, and was declared the nominee 
for governor. The convention then took a re- 
cess until 8 o’clock p. m. 

The convention re-assembled at 8 o’clock, 
and at once proceeded to the nomination of 
candidates for attorney-general and comptrol- 


ler. 

William Pinckney White was named for 
attorney-general, and his nomination was 
unanimous. L. Victor Boughman, of Freder- 
ick county, now president of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal, was nominated for comptrol- 
ler. Tho ticket, as nominated, it is declared. 
will heal all dissensions in the democratic 
party.

JACKSON, Miss, July 27.—The seventh annu- 
al state prohibition convention assembled here 
today. Thirty-one counties were represented 
by regular de agaten and several by proxies— 
about forty in all. The meeting is composed 
of representative men and they appear to be 
deeply interested in the cause of prohibition. 
Bishop Galloway, of the Methodist church, is 
the presiding r.

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THE PENNSYLVANIA FLOODS. 


Heavy Washouts on Rallroads—Damage to 
Farms, Etc, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—Last night very 
heavy rains did immense damage at the falls 
of Schuylkill, and the oldest residents of the 
place say that it was the heaviest storm they 
ever experienced. Rain began to fall early in 
the evening and until midnight poured im tor- 
rents. Water rushed down hilly streets, and 
at one o’clock this morning, 
six feet deep, poured down Mifflin street. A 
humber of buildings were washed away. 
Water was five feet deep on the ground floor 
of the police sub station, on Ridge avenue. 
Loss with reach $100,000. 

REapD1NG, Pa., July 27.—Later particulars of 
last night’s storm indicate that it was the se- 
verest ever known in this vicinity. The total 
damage done to railroad and private property 
Within a radius of twenty-five miles this 
city amounts to fully $150,000. At Coales- 
ville, the breast of the waterworks was washed 
away and the water striking the Pennsylvania 
railroad washed the track away for a great dis- 
tance. In addition to other da es the rail- 
road company’s loss is $45,000. epair men 
of the railroads — in this city which 
had their tracks washed away were out all 
night and it was noon today before trains ran 
on time. 

The passenger train due here last evening. 
which was caught between two washouts near 
Shamrock station, did not arrive til] this morn- 
ing. Near Hummetstown several repairmen 
took refuge in a wagon shed,which was struck, 
and four of them were rendered unconscious 
for ten hours. 

From all over this and neighboring counties 
come reports of railroad washouts, garden 
vegetables and truck carried away, houses and 
barns struck by lightning, the fire being put 
out in many instances, and many animals 
drowned in the rapidly rising flood.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


A Seven-Story Building Burns in Minneapo- 
lis—Other Flames. 


MrxwearPouis, Minn., July 27.—The seven- 
story brick building, at Washington and Sec- 
ond avenues,south,‘occupied by the Boston one- 

ricé“clothing cOmpany and L. Franklin’s 
house furnishing bazar, was burned last night. 
The building and stocks are estimated by the 

roprietors to bé worth $260,000. The adjain- 
ing buildings were damaged by water and fall- 
ing walls to the extent of $20,000. During the 
fire Robert York was seriously injured by the 
fall of a large piece of,plate glass. 

Cuicaao, July 27.—A fire starting in Ar- 
mour’s new beef house at the Stock Yards this 
evening caused a loss of nearly $300,000, to 
offset which there is an insurance of $196,000. 
The beef house was a cheap two-story and base- 
ment frame structure, veneered with brick, 
and covered nearly an entire square. The 
basement contained about 25,000 hides. On 
the first floor were between three and four 
thousand dressed cattle and over a thousand 
undressed, while on the second floor were five 
hundred sheep and about one hundred hogs. 
The building was almost totally destroyed, and 
most, if notall, of the contents suffered a 
similarfate, 

LextnatTon, Ky., July 27.—A fire at George- 
town this morning destroyed seven buildings 
in the principal business block of the town, in- 
cluding the office of the Times newspaper. 
The total loss is estimated at $60,000. 


DANGLING FROM A LIMB. 


Lynching of a Negro in Virginia for Assault 
ing a Lady. 

PETERSBURG, Va., July 27.—About ten days 
or two weeks ago a brutal assault was com- 
mitted in Surry county,in this state, by a 
negro named Reuben Cole, upon Mrs. Richard 
Savage. Cole was subsequently arrested and 
jailed. Excitement over the affair and indig- 
nation against the fiend have been at fever 
heat ever since, and lynching was freely taiked 
of. Last Monday, being county court day, 
there was an unusual gathering of people and 
lynching talk was so great that the sheriff had 
an extra guard placed around the jail. Last 
night, however, a band of fifty men went to 
the jail, overpowered the guard and jailer, and 
took Cole out and hanged him to a tree, where 
they left the body and then quietly departed. 


SHOTGUNS AT TWO PACES. 


A Duel Between Colored Men on the Banks 
| of the Yazoo. 


New Orteans, July 27.—A fatal duel was 
fought yesterday evening on the banks of the 
Yazoo river, opposite Greenwood, Miss., be- 
tween George Evans and Bud Harris, both 
well known colored men. The men selected 
double-barrelled shot guns, loaded with buck- 
shot. Only two paces apart they stood, the 
muzzles of thé almost touching. When 
the word was given to fire, both responded, 
almost at the same moment. Evans fell dead, 
his breast torn to piéces, and Harris was fatal- 
ly wounded,

BLAINE COMING HOME. 


He is Suffering from a Rheumatic 
Attack, 


AND SIGHS FOR HOME AND COMFORTS, 


The Scotch Mists Have an Injurtous Effect 
on His Health—A Scene in the House 
of Commons—Other News. 


Lonxpoy, July 27.—[Special.]—Mr. Blaine 
has at length made up his mind as to his fu- 
ture plans. He intends to return home by the 
first available steamer. As I cabled to you 
some days ago his health has suffered severely 
from the terrible dampneas of Scotch mists 
He is suffering intensely from rheumatic pain~ 
in his back and arms, and is moreover much 
troubled by a disordered liver. This state of 
ill-health has, of course, caused him to take a 
very gloomy view of the discomforts of a trip 
on the continent, and in his present state of 
mind and health he yearns, above everything 
else, for the comforts of his own home. He 
does not feel up to wandering about from one 
indifferent hotel to another in France and 
Germany, while the dampness of the Scotch 
atmosphere renders it imperatively necessary 
for his health, that he should leave Mr. Car- 
negie’s hospitable abode at Kilgraston without 
delay. Of course Mr. Carnegie is greatly dis- 
appointed atthe turn things have taken, but 
in view of Mr. Blaine’s complete loss of appe- 
t'te «nd sleep, he is forced to admit thata 
change of air would prove beneficial to his dis- 
tinguish*d guest. 

Of cours: this hurried and sudden return 
home will :rovoke any amount of gossip, and 
attempts will doubless be made in the United 
States to attribute it to political matters. This 
is, however, not the case, for Mr. Blaine has 
displayed much pleasure and satisfaction at 
the contents of tle three last batches of letters 
and newspapers received from the United 
States. According to his own account, every- 
thing is going on most satisfactorily at home 
from a political point of view, and, in fact, 
there is absolutely nothing in that direction 
to necessitate his return, which is solely 
and and entirely attributable to his 
state of health. Many people here 
will be disappointed at his premature depar- 
ture, notably members of the Stanley club at 
Paris, who had organized a banquet in his 
honor. 

It is possible that Mrs. Blaine and her 
daughters may make a short trip through the 
Scotch trossachs before the steamer sails, but 
Mr. Blaine will not accompany them. 

A SCENE IN COMMONS. 

A curious scene took place in the house of 
commons tonight during the debate on the 
land bill. Mr. Maurice Healey, brother of Mr. 
Parnell’s former secretary and factotum, had 
just concluded a most violent and somewhat 

nstatesmanlike harangue, when Mr. Parnell, 
arose and in very sharp, curt and disagreeable 
tones stated that he desired to place on record 
his complete disapproval of Mr. Healey’s posi- 
tion and useless opposition and attempts at 
obstruction. Mr. Parnell is anxious to get the 
land bill through the house without delay, 
knowing that it will prove of benefit to ten- 
ants, and materially mitigate the severity of 
the coercion act. The incident provoked a 
great sensation, and comment in the lobbies. 
- The brothers Healey, together with Dillon 
Tanner and a few others, constitute the fight- 
ing gang of the Irish party and give immense 
trouble, both to Mr. Parnelland annoyance to 
English home rulers. Mr. Parnell finds it very 
difficult to manage them and his remarks of this 
evening may lead to more serious incidents. 

As to the land bill, the only danger is that 
when it is returned to the house of lords the 
latter will not recognize their’child in its al- 
tered condition and that they will decline to 
agree to the concessions and amendments al- 
lowed by the government. Lord Salisbury and 
his colleagues will be ina tighter hole than 
ever. 

Lonpon, July 27.—Debate on the land bill 
was resumed in the house of commons today. 
Mr. O’Doherty, home rule member for North 
Donegal, moved, on behalf of Parnell, to limit 
to three years the clause providing for writ- 
ten notices of evictions instead of the present 
method, on the ground that provisions of the 
clause would only be required until the land 

urchase bill was passed. Mr. Balfour, speak- 
ng for the government, declined to accept the 
peopeees modification. After a long and sharp 

iscussion, the chairman ruled against further 
debate and the amendment was lost, the vote 
being 156 for and 212 against. 

Money will withdraw his amendment to the 
land bill in favor of a revision of rents. 

Lord Salisbury delivered a speech at Nor- 
wich this evening. He said that Morley had 
boasted that liberal success was assured, but 
he (Salisbury) doubted whether any political 
strength based upon the rotten relations exist- 
ing between Gladstone and Parnell could be 
permanent.

PROHIBITING SUNDAY KXCURSIONS. 

The bill introduced by Mr. McCleskey in 
the howse yesterday makes it unlawful for any 
railroad company, steamboat company, or an 
person or persons owning or running any rail- 
road. steamboat, sailing vessel or water vessel 
of any kind torun any excursion or picnic 
train, boat, vessel of any kind upon the Sab- 
bath day. Parties convicted of violating this 
actare punished under section 4310 of the 
code.

ay if not delayed. 
CUMCKING UP RAILROADS, 

Mr. Russell, of Clarke, introduced in the 
house a stringent bill, prohibiting the issuance 
of any railroad company in this state of any 
notes, bonds, debentures, certificates or other 
evidences of debt in excess of the bona fine 
cost of constraction and equipment of said rail- 
road. It makes it unlawful for any railroad, 
or corporation operating a railroad, to issue, 
sell or hypothecate any bonds, certificates of 
RAdhtediess, debentures or other evidences of 
debt or any mortgages or deeds of trust to se- 
cure the same in any amount in excess 
of the actual and bona. fide cost of the con- 
struction of the said railroads. Any violations 
of this act subjects the charter and franchises 
to forfeiture, and each or every officer signing 
t: execeting such evidences of debt shall be 
deemed genilty of felony, punishable on con- 
viction by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than one nor more than five 
years, The act does not apply to certificates of 
stock issued in the construction of the road. 

PENFTENTIARY AND SUPPLY FARM. 

In the house yesterday Mr. Huff introduced 
his bill to establish a permanent penitentiary 
and supply farm, amended in several points. 
The beard of trustees, consisting of five mem- 
bers, three of whom are farmers, one a con- 
tractor and builder, and one a merchant, are 
tobe selected from the northern, southern, 
pastern, avestern, and middle portions of the 
state as near as possible. All the females and 
the males now under sixteen, now in charge of 
the lessees, to be turned over tothis peniten- 
tiary without affecting the lease contract. 
The principal keeper and his assistant, and the 
principal physician are required to visit the 
penitentiary without giving notice. The trus- 
tees, attorney general, principal physician and 
one of the secretaries of the executive consti- 
tuté an advisory board of pardons. 

A warden and supervisor, who shall be a 
competent physician, shall be stationed at each 
headquarter convict camp, who shall carefully 
note the diet, clothing, treatment, punishment 
and working of conyicts, and report to the 

overnor. These reports are to be open to the 

spection of the public. 

The expenses of the principal keeper and 
his assistants in ereonge these camps are 
to be paid by the lessees. The bill to go into 
effect if ratified by the people in an election 
held sixty days after its passage.

Mr. Davis ad- 
vocated the passage of the bill. 

The yeas and nays were ordered on Mr. 
Roberts’s amendment, and the senate adopted 
the same by a vote of 21 yeas and 15 nays. On 
the motion to adopt the report of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Peek addressed the senate in support 
ofthe bill. He said that the agricultural 
classin Georgia was growing poorer every 
year; that this was shown by the answers 
made to inquiries sent out by the ‘Southern 
Farm and Home.” Mr. Peek said that in 
middle Georgia, “‘God’s own country,”’ im- 
proved farming lands only brought $7 per 
acre, He declared that the farmers could not 
control their labor,and that was the cause of all 
their adversities. The bill proposed to 
protect both parties in their contracts;

Mr. Butt again opposed the bill setting forth 
in plain language what it proposed to do. He 
said that the reason why land was not worth 
more was because the owner of the land did 
not give them in for more than one third of 
their value. 

Mr. Peek said that when the senator from 
the 24th district declared that the taxpayers 

swore falsely he wanted to hurl the assertion 
back in his teeth. 

Mr. Butt—‘‘And I want to hurl the assertion 
* the gentleman back in his teeth, and I mean 
it. 


Here a somewhat exciting colloquy ensued 
between Messrs. Butt and Peek as to what 
each had said, both gentlemen rising to a 
question of privilege. The matter was then 
explained by the gentlemen, it appearing that 
ao had misunderstood what the other had 
Said. 

On the motion to agree to the report of the 
committee, the vote stood yeas 15, nays 17, 80 
the report of the committee was not agreed 
to. The original bill was then tabled.

Committee Gossip. 


The senate finance committee met yesterday 
afternoon. The topic befere the committee was the 
bill of Senator Dean authorizing the sale of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, Mr. Dean supported 
the billin an interesting and forcible speech, in 
which he recited the circumstances under which 
the road was leased, and the various incidents that 
had happened from time to time between the road 
and the state. He then argued that the better 
policy of the state was to seli the read rather than 
release, that. the policy of the state was against 
owning railroad property, and that the railroads 
heretofore held by the state had been § sold, 
It the road was not sold. tho only alternative 
left was to lease it, and no leasc, 
perhaps, could be made that would be 
satisfactory to the people atiarge. Asto the state 
operating the road, Mr. Dean doubtless did not re- 
gard that as a sangeet contingency. The committee 
after hearing the remarks of Mr. Dean began to 
consider the bill. It wastaken up clause by clause 
and carefully and fully discussed. When the com- 
mittee adjourned the bill had not been more than 
half considered. It is hardly probable that the 
committee wiil report the bill this week. 

The senate judiciary committee helda meeting 
last night for the purpose of considering Senator 
Northcutt’s bill relative tothe Marictta and North 
Georgia railroad extension. Several gentlemen were 
before the committee, and made argumentsin sup- 

ort of the road being allowed to extend its line. 
Vhat will be the probable report of the couunittee 
upon the matter caunot be foreshadowed with any 
degree of accuracy. 

The bill codifying the vafious insurance laws of 
the state and enlarging and perfecting the powers of 
the comptroller general, who underthe law is the 
insurance comuussioner of the state, will doubtless 
be reported to the seuate this morning. The billis 
a very long one, and much time and care has been 
spent in its preparation.. It is said that it fully meets 
the approval of Comptroller-General Wright, and in 
truth contains the experience of his many years in 
the comdluct of the insurance busigess of the state.

There has been gGuite an interesting contest for 
the judgeship of the county court of Terrell county.

THE STATE’S FINANCES. 


The House Finance Committee Determines 
Upon the Sinking Fund and Funding Bills, 
For some time past the house finance eom- 

mittee has had under consideration the sink- 
ing fund and funding bills. Both measures 
are of great importance. There has been con- 
siderably diversity of opinion among the 
members as to the best means to be employed 
in attaining the desired result. After Tues- 
day’s meeting it looked very muchas if the 
members would never get together. At yes- 
terday’s meeting the whole complexion of 
affairs had changed and the members came 
together and agreed upon bills to be-recom- 
mended to the house. 

Article 7, section 14, paragraph 1, of the 
constitution of the state, provides for the cre- 
ation of a sinking fund. In accordance with 
the provisions of that paragraph, the present 
bill creates a sinking fund. The bill provides 
for the levy of a tax, sufficient to raise $100,- 
000 for the year 1887 and a like amount for 
1888, and directs that-this $200,000 shall be 


‘used toward the payment of a portion of the 


bonded debt maturing January Ist, 1859. The 
state has bonds to the amount of 2,141,000 
maturing at that time. 

The funding bill, also agreed upon by the 
committee, authorizes the governor to issue 
bonds for the remainder of the debt not cover- 
ed by the sinking fund—not to exceed $1,900,- 
000. These bonds to be issued in series of 
$100,000, each year, the first $100,000 to fall 
due January first, 1898. 

The eommittee at its meeting yesterday re- 
ferred the resolutions of Mr. Harrison, of 
Quitman, relative to the State road, to the 
sub-committee, which is considering all of the 
bills and resolutions bearing upon that subject

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GEORGIA PINE. 


The Rapid Increase in Consump- 
tion of this Timber. 


A TALK WITH MACON MANUFACTURERS 


The Wonders of Wood—Delicate Machinery 
and Curious Methods—Cooler Than 
Macon—Other Interesting Items. 


Macon, Ga., July 27.—[Special.]—The!rapid 
increase in the consumption of yellow pine tim- 
ber should be a subject fraught with interest 
to every Georgian. The vast deal of wealth 
that has so long been undeveloped in the broad 
pine barrens of southern Georgia for ages and 
untold centuries, is being sapped away in a 
startling manner. Several new railroads are 
now being pushed through this section, and as 
@ matter of course, “where the carcass is,-there 
will the eagles be gathered,’’ and the saw mill 
men will act as pioneers in this new field. 
Provided that the resources are not subjected 
to wanton waste, this will be all right, but the 
resolution passed by the "members of the for- 
estry congress, assembled at DeFuniak 
Springs last year, memorializing the members 
of the legislatures of the southern states to 
exact measures to prevent the wanton waste 
of timber should not pass unheeded. 

With this thought in'mind, as well as to get 
at the extent of the building boom, your cor 
respondent interviewed some Jeading manu- 
facturers today. 

Six years ago, the only manufacturers and 
dealers in pine lumber and its produéts in this 
city, were Hendricks & Willingham’s Dixie 
works, N. C. Wilder’s Sons, and?J. E. Ellis. 
These did not run much over half the time. 

- New there are the Dixie works, Wilder's 
Sons, T. Guernsey, W. F. Moxley, Birch & 
Freeman, and Hays & Mansfield, and they are 
all kept busy all the time. 

Hays & Mansfield handle a great deal of 
lumber. Last year they handled, from Lee 
county, 385 cars, averaging about 6,500 feet to 
the car, footing up some 2,500,000 feet of lum- 
ber. This year, for the first six months, they 
have handled over 200, or a pro rata for the 
year of some 3,000,000 feet. 

Last year some thirty cars of shingles, or 
about 1,800,000, were handled, and this year 
they have already run up to 2,000,000. 

These gentlemen furnish genuine building 
lumber of all grades, and they have shipped ten 
cars, or about 180,000 feet, of fine grained floor- 
ing to Boston and other eastern markets. 

This flooring is all sap lumber, is kiln dried 
thoroughly. This firm has the largest kiln in 
the city. Its capacity is forty]jthousand feet, 
and there is 1,700 lineal feet of steam piping 
that heats the air for drying purposes. 

The reporter was shown into the large room 
where an enormons stock was drying; the 
draft of air entering was like a brisk, stead 
gale, and it takes a big engine to furnish this 
steam forthe pipes. The planks were lying 
ina hard sweat, and where it was hottest the 
resin was oozing out. 

By the ordinary methods of open air season- 
ing, it would take this lumber three months 
to become seasoned. By running day and night 
these kilns dry it better in six days. This 
firm announces that business is better than for 
many years, and the demand for lumber of all 
grades is constant and increasing. When asked 
if any improvement had been made in the wast- 
age, Mr. Hays said: 

“Yes, there has beena great deal. Five 
years ago we went into business. Then there 
was much wasted atthe mills that is saved 
now, forthe sap lumber, by kiln drying, is 
rendered very serviceable for inside work. Of 
course some of itis worked into cheap jobs, 
but it goes principally indoors where itis not 
exposed, and where it will last a long time and 
look well besides.”’ 

Mr. T. C. Hendricks, of Hendricks and 
Willingham, was next seen, and he said that 
their sales had increased fully fifty per cent. 
This firm, besides dealing extensively in lum- 
ber, have the most extensive door, sash and 
blind works in the city. 

In a walk through the miills many wonder- 
ful pieces of delicate nachinery are observable, 
and many cunning methods that are adopted 
in the manufacture of these things where so 
much mortising and boring has to be done. 

By a single stroke grooves are cut, tenors 
formed, mortises chiselled and holes bored 
that by hand would each take from five min- 
utes to half an hour, 

The polishing of the wood is done most effec- 
tively by placing the piece on a large frame 
with a revolving sandpaper apparatus above. 
This is how,the delicately beautiful grain of 
the pine is brought out. 

Doors and blinds where there is any expos- 
ure, last much longer and are far superior 
made from the yellow pine than from the 
white pine of the north. he rosin forms a 
natural varnish which the winds and rains 
cannot let in diminutive furrows as it will in 
the lighter material. 

Mr. Reynolds, the bookkeeper, says that the 
demand for yellow pine in ornamental forms, 
or for fine finishing work, has grown very 
much in demand at the north within a few 
years. Only a few days ago the firm received 
an order for a “jaggling board’ of Ceorgia 
pine, from Boston. It was made and forward- 
ed, and a visitor from Cincinnati, at the house 
of his friend in Boston, saw the board, and was 
so taken with it that he ordered one of the 
same material at once. The beauty of finish 
and durability, crossed with a degree of light- 
ness, cause this wood to be very much in de- 
mand. 

Inside blinds made of the sap pine, of the 
yellow variety, were shown, and they looked 
very substantial. A new invention is the 
method of splitting an ordinary plank length- 
wise soasto make two planks for weather- 
boarding from it—one thick edge and one thin 
—with a groove for the water drip. This is a 
big saving in material and adds tothe beauty 
of the finish. A kindof ceiling is made in the 
samme manner that answers exceedingly well. 

The prettiest [thing shown was a mantel 
with an ornamental shelf, finished in delicate 
carvings and mouldings, grained and oiled in 
the natural colors. It showsa beautiful, res- 
inous golden color that is simply superb. 

The wonderful advances which this material 
has made in the favor of the people is fully 
deserved, and asthe supply becomes nearer 
exhdAusted the rail splitters and wood eo Spe 
will begin to realize how they have sold their 
birthright for less than even a mess of pottage

She leaves 
six children, forty grandchildren, besides sev- 
eral great grand children to mourn her depar- 
ture. In many respects Aunt Betsy was a re- 
markable woman. Possessing a wonderfully re— 
tentive memory and always being a person of 
close observation,she had acquired quite a fund 
of useful information and very frequently inter- 
ested her friends in relating many amusing 


- and instructive stories of days long gone by. 


During the year 1561 she united herself with the 
Primitive Baptist church at ; Mt. Carmel, in 
Campbell, now Douglas county, since which 
time she has ever lived a faithful and zealous 
Christian according to the strictest tenets of the 
good old doctrines of the faith and order of 
her chosen denomination. 


The Augusta Chronicle gives the story of the 
beating of a wife to death as follows: On 
Saturday afternoon, near McNeil’s station, not 
far from here, Pickens Bryant gave his wife a 


fearful beating, lashing her pretty solidly, and 


some say chocking and inhumanly maltreating 
her. Then nothing was heard of the affair till 
Sunday. Sunday morning the woman com- 
plained of feeling badly, but walked over toa 
neighbor’s house, and said she wanted togo to 
church. She returned home, and in a few 
minutes diedin much agony. The sheriff 
was notified of the facts in the case, and 
very early Sunday morning went down 
and arrested Bryant. The whites and 
blacks kept a sharp watch on him until the ar- 
rival of the officer, which prevented him from 
disappearing. He was then brought here and 
safely lodged in jail charged with the murder 
of his wife. Bryant says he gave his wife two 
cuts with a whip,but others say he used a good 
sized stick. The assertion of Bryant that he 
but leniently chastised his wife and is not re- 
sponsible for her death, is contradicted by the 
developments of the post mortem examina- 
tion, held by two prominent physicians of the 
county. In fact, the examination shows she 
was killed by cruel treatment. Her lungs 
were found full of clotted blood, and her body 
was pretty well covered with bruises and 
wounds. Her throat was swollen as if she 
had received a terrible choking. Things look 
rough for Bryant, but he does not seem much 
concerned. 


The Rome Bulletin wants a vigorous enforce- 
ment of the Sunday law. Itsays: Since the 
attempt to carry out the statute of the state in 
regard to the Sunday law here in Rome, we 
have been observing the same. Now, if our 
city fathers wish to be revered and looked to 
for the carrying out of the law, they must én- 
force law. By the enforcement, the true merit 
of law isshown. Another thing, one man has 
just as much right to sell watermelons on Sun- 
day as another.

If we are going to stop soda water and ice 
cream we must stop Saturday night orders to 
be delivered on Sunday and must ~~ all kinds 
of business, cigars not excepted. e cannot 
artiality. We must do all of it or 
none. aw half executed is worse than no 
law at all, so we say go the whole’ schedule or 
stop and say by your act that you cannot exe- 
cute law and that we favor a total desecration 
of the Sabbath. Be a mouse or a mule, do 
something or go fishing.

Dr. Felton’s Wineroom Bill. 
From the Albany News and Advertiser. 


Having learned that the opinion of Jud 
D. A. Vason, of this city, helt bese pot ay 
a member of the general assembly on Dr. Fel- 
ton’s wineroom bill, which passed the house 
last week, and is yet to be considered by the 
senate, a News and Advertiser reporter ap- 
proached him upon the subject yesterday 
morning. 

“Judge, you are a temperance man, are you 
not?’’ asked the scribe. 

‘Yes, sir, I am.’”’ 

‘Well, what do you think of Dr. Felton’s 
wineroom bill?” 

“I think it is a great mistake, and am great- 
ly astonished thatit has passed the house. 
First, it proposes to tax winerooms $10,000 in 
prohibition counties, excepting such wines as 
are made by dealers on their own lands or 
leased by them. 

Can the tax paying power be used for such a 
purpose? Qur constitution declares that taxa- 
tion shall be used only to raise revenue, and 
clearly expresses the purposes to which the 
money Shall be used. Prohibition of winerooms 
is not one of these purposes. Expressio unius 
est exclusio alterius. 

Second—Is its purpose to raise money? If 
so, then it shonid be so low as to allow persons 
to pursue it. The lawful use of this power 
should be to derive the greatest amount of 
revenue—revenue and only revenue—not for 
— ion. his destroys property and 

reaks up trade. Thiscan be done only by 
penal enactment. It is worse than a tariff for 
protgction’ by the general government—the 

reat enemy of the consumer—the laborer. It 
is worse for the reason that whilst it robs the 
many it enriches the few. 

Third—It excepts Georgia-made wine, grown 
and made in the state. Can Georgia thus dis- 
criminate against citizens of other states? The 
United States constitution provides that citi- 
zens of each state shall be entitled to all the 
rights, privileges and immunities of citizens in 
the several states, and it has been often held 
that all such legislation belongs to congress— 
in the regulating of trade between the states. 

This is void as a tax act, for the reason that 
it is not uniform on all such property, but ex- 
cludes all such excepé in prohibition counties. 
Such laws must be ad valorum, according to 
the value of the property taxed. Such laws 
and all laws (except local acts,) are requisite 
to have general operation in all parts of the 
state. 

It is possible that some of these difficulties 
might be obviated by a general license law on 
the subject if the state has not transferred this 
power to the municipal corporations; but as a 
tax act it is, to my mind, nugatory and void. 
This is amost unwise and selfish law. The 
only redeeming feature it has is, that it seems 
to encourage grape growing in the state. Is 
this very important? But this is a small busi- 
ness in this system. If we prohibit the sale of 
wines made in other states, we can’t expect to 
have or find a market for ours outside of the 
state. We would make our own wines for our- 
selves and to be drunk by our own people. 
What a race of ‘wine bibbers’”’ 
we would soon become if we 
consumed all we made! Whereis the money 
in it? or where is the advantage? Would it 
be better that all our people drank domestic 
wine in large quantities rather than water, as 
they do in dry counties? Would such a state 
of things advance temperance ? 

Some of our good people have, on this sub- 

ect, “‘a zeal not according to knowledge.” It 
is best to let matters remain as they are. A 
great triumph has been achieved and itisa 
glorious victory. The people, by their votes, 
have put this vice under ban, and it is down: 
and under the silent workings of a growing 
public sentiment the evil is passing away. Let 
us keep cool and rejoice at our success. There 
are some who break the law; this is _ the case 
with all laws, both of Godand ofman.  Itis 
because “there are eyil doers, and always will 
be so long as we live ina world of sin.”’

It is now understood that much of the 
discouraging matter written and printed 
coacerning the progress of the work on the 
canal was inspired by persons who were in- 
terested in throwing obstacles in the way of 
the new loan.

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Blair’s Bad Break. 

There is. an interesting story connected 
with Mr. Lewis H. Blair’s resignation of his 
membership in the Richmond city demo- 
cratic committee. 

Mr. Blair is a prominent and wealthy 
citizen of Richmond. Recently he, con- 
tributed a series of articles to the New 
York Independent, in which he took the 
position that the south was making little or 
no progress, and that this was due to the 
condition of the negroes, who were held 
down by fraud and intimidation. As a 
remedy he advocated mixed schools, con- 
tending that the inferior race would be ben- 
efitted and lifted to the level of the whites. 

When the city democrattic committee 
met, a member produced a copy of the In- 
dependent and read Mr. Blair/s articles. 
This raised a storm of indignation. Cap- 
tain O'Bannon made a stirring speech in 
which he said that Mr. Blair’s doctrine was 
the most horrible that could be forced on a 
people. It might do for Mr. Blair, who 
was rich, to advocate mixed schools, for 
they would not affect him, but the poorer 
classes would beruined. He demanded Mr. 
Blair’s resignation, and said that he would 
not be associated with him. Other mem- 
bers arose and stated that their respective 
clubs had instructed them to ask for Mr. 
A motion demanding 
the resignation of the offending member 
was unanimously carried. 

In discussing the matter, the Richmond 
State taks the ground that mixed schools 
would be a terrible calamity to both races. 
Before the war the white could bend, 
because he quietly and naturally regain- 
ed his position ; for in those days equality 
was not thought of. There was no dan- 
ger of race aggression. But now it is 
different. The race question needs careful 
watching. Concessions count heavily, and 
one will lead to another. Politicalfequality 
and the just treatment of the colored people 
will solve the problem, but we must not re- 
move the barriers that plainly and properly 
define the boundaries of the two races. In 


conclusion the State says: 

Mixed schools? It is a question beside which the 
tariff, the eurrency, the internal revenue, states’ 
rights, all shrivel into nothingness. There is hardly 
awhite man in the south who would not rather 
double the present duties, who would not rather see 
a doilar shrink to less than balf its value in his 
hand, who would not rather see the tax collector 
despoil him of his whole bard-won crop and who 
would not rather see every remaining right of the 
states relinquished and fice with unfatering faith to 
the shelter of a centralized government than to see 
the races mingling together in the social intercourse 
of the public schools. 


This being the state of public sentiment 
it is not surprisjng that the resignation of 
Mr. Blair was demanded; and promptly ac- 
cepted when it was tendered. If useless and 
mischievous agitations can be avoided, the 
two races will get along in peace and friend 
ship, helping each other, and treating each 
other fairly. Mr. Blair was doubtless honest 
in his proposed reform, but it is plain that he 
did not represent either the negroes or his 
own race, and it is very certain that he did 
not represent his party. Under the circum- 
stances the committee owed it to itself and 
to its constituents to insist upon his resigna- 
tion.

The Price of Cotton, 
RPA correspondent of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican, who appears to be somewhat interest- 
ed inthe prosperity of the south, believes 
that he has a remedy for the annual depres- 
sion in the price of cotton. He says that 
the cause of this depression is two-fold, 

In the first place, the south—or, rather 
that portion of the south which indulges in 
speculation—has usually been a buyer to 
such an extent that the correspondent 
thinks it would not be an exaggeration to 
say that speculation in this section takes 
annually 20,000,000 bales of ‘contracts’ 
in the two great speculative centres, 

és f 


New.!- North Carolina, 
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six million bales of yroduction, and it will 
be seen that the south has for sale the 
equivalent, so far as the market is concern- 
ed, of 26,000,000 bales. 

This, according to the correspondent of 
the Republican, drives northern and eastern 
speculators and spinners into partnership 
with the result that they dictate the price at 
which cotton is to be sold, Thus the pro- 
fessional speculators and the spinners em- 
ploy their combinedjfefforts to depress 
values, 

The correspondent thinks that if there is 
to be any speculation in cotton in the south 
it should be on the selling side. He thinks 
it quite admissible for the south to sell cot- 
ton for future delivery, His argument is 
that the staple is raised to be sold, and it 
matters little whether the south agrees in 
July on aprice to be paid in January, or 
whether it waits until the new year to 
make the terms of sale. 

This, the Republican writer thinks, would 
ensure a price for all, or at least, a portion 
of the crop; but the most decided advant- 
age, in his view, would be the breaking up 
of the combination between the professional 
speculator and the spinner, and arraying 
the former on the side of the south in its 
battle for fair prices. 

Another cause of the depression in prices, 
the correspondent says, is the fact that the 
south has for some years been experiment- 
ing so as to avoid paying the commissions 
charged by cotton factors. The spinners, 
and those who buy on the spinners’ account, 
according to the writer in the Republican, 
have been successfully trying to convince 
the south that it can save money by selling 
direct to the mills, Onthis point the cor- 


respondent says: 

It may not have occurred to some minds that it is 
the spinner, and not the south, who reaps the ben- 
efit of dispensing with the factor’s charges. Pur- 
chases from the smaller markets by spinners 
are uniformly at a price sharply below the 
figures they have to pay at the great coiton 
centres, and each purchase is used as a lever 
to cheapen values in the large marts. Each 
pull of the lever has its effect, and each de- 
cline in the big offerings has its depressing reflec- 
tion in the country, and slice after slice is cut away 
from the initial value until prices get so much be- 
low a fair figure that outsiders are attracted to pur- 
chase as an investment. Last September, when the 
crop first began to move, spinners were anxious 
as soon as country buyers had collected enough to 
offer from the various railroad stations, they made 
such priges as attracted the orders from the mills,and 
the large markets soon found that to sell at all, they 
must offer on a basis of these country prices. They 
buyers at 944 cents for middling atthe centres, but 
had hardly established a lower range of values be- 
fore spinners were again able to buy still cheaper 
throughout the south, and then dullness with an- 
other decline found still another ‘‘cut”’ and so on 
until the bulk of the crop found its way to the 
mills at from one totwo cents per pound cheaper 
than it could haye been sold for if it had been 
placed in strong hands who would have demanded 
and receivéd a value in keeping with the advance 
in manufactured goods and general trade. As soon 
as the smaller points became bare and quit offering 
in competition with the regular markets, we saw 
the sudden and decided enhancement of values 
that prevailed since February last. 

There are only about twenty first-class cotton cen- 
tres in the United States, while there are fully one 
thousand smaller towns aspiring to the dignity of 
selling direct to mills. There is powerin concen- 
tration, and if the staple was massed in these large 
markets and protected by the vast sums of money 
at the command of factors, surely it would find 
more satisfactory sale than if offered from small 
towns, many otf which have no banking facilities 
and have to sell each day’s receipts before another 
day can be provided for. No good general would 
scatter his armies into a thousand camps, leaving 
many of them without arms, when he was facing 
an antagonis! whose repeated victories showed him 
to be watchful, aggressive, and eager to s2cure 
advantage. 

These small markets are a ‘‘device of the enemy.” 
They were conceived by the spinntrs and brought 
forth to further their interest, 

‘Each larg market labors to secure a larger ‘net re- 
sult in its sales for its customers than can be boast- 
ed by any rival market, while by the very force of its 
nature, each small market is trying by-all devices to 
undersell its neighbors. The factor who gets the 
best prices ‘or his patrons will be surely rewarded 
with increased business, and this is his incentive to 
excel, while the country buyer works hard to 
cheapen values for the benefit of his spinner friend 
and his chance of success lies in his ability to give 
his mills lower prices than anybody else will offer. 

The south should not force its product upon spin- 
ners nor beg them to appraise it and take it, but, it 
should rather place itself in such an independent 
attitude asto wait until the spinners need stock 
and will pay fairly for it. 

All that is here said is very suggestive. 
It may not be the true remedy, but it ought 
to set the ;|south to thinking. There is no 
doubt that the price of cotton can be con- 
trolled here, although now it is controlled 
at Liverpool. The only difficulty is in the 
multiplicity of advice. Everybody that 
comes along has a remedy, and it may 
be that some of the traveling venders. of 


remedies are quacks,

ELECTRIC FIRE PALLS. 


A Question Raised as to Whether They are 
Not Optical Illusions. 
From the New York Sun. 

In nearly all of the reports of persona] in™ 
jury by lightning strokes victims who recover say 
they have seen balls of fire. The fire ball seems to 
figure conspicuously in all stories of prostration by 
lightning, and it would be interesting to study this 
special phase of the phenomena for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the fiery ball has any existence 
except as the result ot the bright flash upon the optic 
nervea, Almost invariably the persons who are close 
enough to a flash of lightning to see this ball 
have declared that it moved slowly, dancing and 
bounding through the room or across the field, and 
in cases where men and women have been pros- 
trated and subsequently recovered they have as- 
serted that the ball bounded slowly, toward them 
and struck them full in the chest. I recently talked 
with a man who was in a factory which was struck 
by lightning, and he told me that two balis of fire 
approached him from the end of the room, slowly 
bounding along the floor, and leaping almost to the 
ceiling. Whenthey reached him, he said, they 
both struck him on the breast at the same instant, 
and he fell insensible. The factory chimney was 
struck on this occasion and partly demolished. He 
recovered in fifteen minutes, and carefully exam- 
ined his Clothes to see if they were burned. 

I firrhly believe that the ball of fire is merely an 
optical illusion, and that itis seenonly by persons 
who are not in the direct line of the electric current, 
Has anybody investigated the matter?

NOTES OF THE SOUTH. 


Some Incidents of Travel—An Atlanta Driver 
Who had Never Heard of McPherson. 
From the Boston Journal, —_ 

Riding through North Carolina one day I 
noticed in another part of the Pullman car a young 
man upon whom the tedium of the journey seemed 
to bear heavily. He shifted his seat often, couldn’t 
seem to.settle down to reading, and the country 
through which we were passing seemed to have no 
interest for him. Atlast he came over and sat op- 
posite me. For five minutes he looked wearily 
through the window as if secking something he 
could not find, and then, after aside glance at me, 
turned and said witha tone expressive of utter de- 
jection and homesickness, “Do you know, actially, 
Taint seen a hog sencé I left the state of Alabamy.”

Iwantedtos go over some of the fighting 
ground of June, '64; and remembering that a mon- 
ument of some kind had been erected on the spot 
where General McPherson fell, I thought that in 
my dealing with the colored hack drivers that would 
serve as an objective point. So I mentioned, with 
easy confidence, toone who seemed anxious fora 
job, that I should like to drive out to the MePher- 
son monument, He looked startled and answered 
that he had never heard ofit. Then I fell to quot- 
ing the guide book at him, and at last he started 
with the assurance that he kvewtheexactspot. In 
conversation with him I learned to my asionish- 
ment that he not only knew nothing about the Mc- 
Pherson monument, but was absolutely ignorant as 
to McPherson’s identity. He lost his way five times, 
and every time went through the same kind of per- 
formance. On seeing a likely-looking native he 
would pull up the horse, put his foot on the earriage 
step, and turning half round to me would fortify 
himself for his own inquiry, asking always in exact- 
ly the same tone and words: 

“Wh—wha’ did you say the gen’l’man’s name 
was?’

LETTERS FROM TFHE PEOPLE, 
That Marietta Case. 

MARIETTA, Ga., April 27, 1887.—Hon. Geo. R. 
Brown, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: You ask me for a 
statement of what I said to youin Canton in rela- 
tion to the inspection of a certain lot of commercial 
fertilizers, 

It is due to myself to state that I was a guest at 
your house in Canton attending asa delegate upon 
the district conference of the north Atianta district. 
You came home andin conyersation spoke of the 
Brady bill pending before the legislature and of your 
anxiety to return and yote upon the bill. 

I engaged in the conversation without any 
thought or intention that whatI said would bring 
me before the public, and in fact without attaching 
any importance to the matter. But what I di 
state was in substance as follows: 

That I received two car loads of guano and nott- 
fied the department of the fact, aud asked them to 
come up and inspect and tag, as 1 wanted tosell. I 
received the tags for the guano next day by ex- 
press and a bill for the tags at 50 cents per ton, 
which bill was paid. 

An inspector came shortly afterwards and ran his 
sampler in the sacks and put the samples drawn in 
a small bottle and carried it off. 

In THE CONSTITUTION of Sunday, the 24th instant, 
Dr. Lawton states, after reading the article in Fri- 
day’s CONSTITUTION: 

“Tl took the first train for Marietta and called on 
Mr. Sessions to ascertain the facts upon which he 
based his charges.”’ 

In reply to that I have this to say: I have not 
made any charges against Dr. Lawton, nor have 
none tomake. What I said to HongGeo. R. Brown 
was in the manner as I have above Stated, with no 
intention of preferring charges, or ever hearing from 
the conversation again. 

Dr. Lawton in the same article says that “I stated 
the guano in question was received in March, 1885, 
and that he (meaning me), told me that he thinks 
he now remembers that I come to Marietta and 
drew samples.” 

I did not use the remark that I now remember 
that he came to Murietta. I had no occasion to 
make the remark, for the reason that I had not said 
that he did not come to Marietta. 

I did say. after some questioning, that it had 
been two years and it might be possible but thought 
hardly probable that he drew the samples before 
the tags arrived. 

Again, he saysinthe same article, ‘‘Mr. Sessions 
now remembers that he did not pay for the inspec- 
tion tags.”’ 

I Led no occasion te use any such remarks for the 
reason I had not stated I did pond the tags. 

I told Dr. Lawton that Mr. DeLeon paid the in- 
speetion fee, and the bill was written on a postal 
ecard, stating inspection fees was fifty cents a ton. 

His article makes it appear that I had stated two 
things as a fact on some occasions and that when I 
saw him I then remembered differently; when the 
truth is I had never stated anything the contrary of 
what this paperstates. __ W. L. SESSIONS,

AN IMPERATIVE ORDER 


Governor {Gordon Talks Plain}, 
About Convicts. : 


TEN DAYS GIVEN TO MAKE A CHANGp, 


Bondarant & Joplin Will be Prohibited in 
Future from Having Anything to Do 
“With Managing the Convicts. 


Principal Keeper Towers on yesterday rm 
ceived from Principal Physician Westimore. 
land his report concerning the condition of 
the convicts at Wheeless in Richmond county. 
The convicts there are under the control of 
Messrs. W. B. Lowe & Co., the company con. 
sisting of Bondurant and Joplin. Dr. Wee. 
moreland’s report, whichis given in fn)] be. 
low, justified the principal keeper in making 
the recommendation that an entire change be 
made in the management of the camp and 
that Bondurant and Joplin having nothing 
more to do with the convicts. 

It is said that during Governor Colquitt’s 
administration an executive order was issued 
taking the convicts inthe control of Bondurant 
and Joplin at the time from under their man- 
agement. The reasons for that executive order 
were that Bondurant and Joplin did not trea, 
the prisoners as the regulations required, and 
did not properly work them. It is said that 
at the time the convicts were removed from 
Bondurant and Joplin’s camp and were 
brought somewhere near Atlanta. Since then 
the firm has secured control of another lot, 
and have the second time been ordered by the 
governor to give the convicts up. 


DRy WESTMORELAND’S REPORT. 

ATLANTA, July 25th,1887.—Colonel Jno. K. Towere, 
Dear Sir: On Saturday last I visited the convict 
camp near Wheé¢less, in Richmond county, and am 
sorry to have to report the convicts at this Cap jin 
bad condition. 
» Just what the causes are that have produced thig 
unfortunate condition, resulting in an unusnal 
amount of sickness for some time past is difficult to 
say Witn positive certainty. But that there is radi- 
cal defects in the management of the convicts at 
this camp there can be no 
doubt. After visiting and inspectin 
the person, buildings, the hospital buildings — 
the immediate surroundings of the camp, I was sat- 
isfied that they did not contribute to the bad condi- 
tion of the convicts, but that there were other caus 
es. I then examined the sick in hospital, and sey- 
eral that were at work and was fully satisfied that 
there was more than one cause for tne trouble. 

In the first place I am confident that the convicts 
are being overworked; secondly, I-am just as confi- 
dent that they are not properly fed’ If they get 
enough in quantity, which 1 doubt, there is a defi- 
ciency in variety and quality. Again, the probili- 
ties ans that their food is not properly prepared and 
served. 

In presenting the above asthe more prominent 
causes ofthe bad condition of the convicts, l am 
not prepared to say which should be regarded as the 
most prominent, or to say that there are not other 
factors equally important. In one visit to the camp 
such asl made on Saturday lastto the campin 
question, many things may escape observation fully 
as important as any above mentioned. I found 
eight men sick in hospital, four with accidental! in- 
juries of slight character, one with syphilis, two 
with ‘‘swelled legs,’’ and one with rheumatisin. 
The two with “swelled legs’’ I examined with great 
care, as they presented several of the symptoms 
of seurvy, there was absent, however, other symp 
tons equally characteristic. Afier a thorough ex- 
amimation I wasat a loss whether to pronounce 
the case scurvy proper, or a condition simulating 
scurvy, depen lent other causes thau those usuall 
inducing scurvy. As it has been my habit since my 
connection with ithe medical department of the 
penitentiary, never to pronounce scurvy in & camp 
unless there are one or more unmistgkable cases 0 
the disease present, lam ata loss at present how 
to class the “swelled legs’ in this camp. But 
while there may be a doubt as to whether the twa 
cases are scurvy proper,it makes bnt little difference 
as regards the sanitary condition of the camp, as t 
the cause oftheir trouble, as they are feeble and 
deficient in red blood, which shows the absence 0 

roper hygenic surroundings, Very respectfully-

COLONEL TOWERS’S RECOMMENDATION. 

As soon as the report was considered by the 
principal keeper, he transmitted it at once to 
the governor, eam. joe the report witb 
the following recommendation : 

I respectfully submit a report from Dr. Westmores 
land, principal physician of the penitentiary, om 
the condition of the convict camp located near Aue 
gusta, Ga., and worked by W. B. Lowe & Co., thd 
company. being Messrs. Bondurant and Joplin, 
From my knowledge of the company, the camp can 
never be managed satisfactorily as long as Bondu- 
rant and Joplin have anything to do with the man- 
agement. 

I would respectfully recommend that W. B. Lowe 
be given ten days to change and rectify the manage- 
ment, and that in no event should Bondurant and 
Joplin have anything to do with it, and if not 
changed within ten days, then the camp to be 
removed, or broken up.

The 
women were in the decided majority, but there 
werepmany men present, and the crowd s00n 
grew so large that all the vacant space in the 
church, in front of it and on all sides of it was 
occupied. Long before two o’elock the church, 
which will seat about seven hundred people, 
was crowded to its fullest capacity. Chairs 
had been placed in the aisles and even stand- 
ing room was not to behad. There must have 


been es 

FULLY 2,000 PEOPLE 
in the church when the services began. The 
casket was placed in front of the platform and 
was CoV ered with floral olferings. 

Upon the platform sat a number of promi- 
nent colored pastors,jamong them Elder Flip- 
per, Rev. J. B. Davis, Rev. M. Serugg, of De- 
catur, Rev. Seott Thornton, of West End, 
Rev. J. C. Carter, of Lithonia, Rev. William 
McArthur, Rev. Robert Epps, and Rev. Scott 
Gun. 

The services were conducted by Rev. Mr. 
Davis, some of the others assisting. They had 
just begun when the floor was felt to be sway- 
weg, and somebody cried out 

THE CHURCH IS FALLING IN! 

An ominous creak served as an. echo to 
these words and in an instant there was the 
most terrible panic. With one accord;the yast 
audience started toward the two narrow doors. 
Some who were near windows sought to es- 
cape in this way. The services were cut ab- 
ruptiy short. Ttwo of the ministers, Mr. Da- 
vis and Mr. Fltpper, 

' DIVED THROUGH THF WINDOWS 
at the rear of the platform, carrying the sash- 
es with them. Probably a dozen people in all 
made their escape through the windows. Two 
or three women were quite severely injured, 
the fall from the windows to the ground being 
between fifteen and twenty feet. 

While these brothers and sisters were mak- 
ing rapid exits through the windows, the wild- 
est scenes imaginable were being enacted in- 
side the church. In their mad desire to save 
themselves, none thought of the occasion 
which had called them together. Inthe mad 
rush to get out of doors the people who had 
been sitting in the aisles were thrown down 
and trampled upon, and at one time fully three 
hundred people were on the floor at the mercy 
of the others who jumped upon them, 

TRAMPLING THEM UNDER FOOT 
in their mad rush. 

It is simply impossible to give anything like 
an adequate deseription of the panic of those 
few minutes. Very fortunately for all con- 
cerned, Captain Couch and a squad of police- 
men were on hand, and the gfiicers did much 
to quel) the panic. Had it not been for their 
efforts it is safe to say that many persons 
would have lost their lives. 

After a half an hour’s hard work, the officers 
and cooler persons in the crowd succeeded in 
restoring comparative quiet. A conference of 
Ininisters and deacons was held, and it was 
determined best to remove the body to the 
cemetery without any further services at the 
church. In the meantihne, Captain Bentley's 
military company appeared on the scene, and 
gix stalwart militiamen acted as pall bearers.

‘*Wereas, we, the county school commissioners §§ 
convention assembled, and actuated by a most earn- 
est desire for the advancemeut and perfection of our 
— school system, have carefully considered the 

aws now in force pertaining to that system. 

‘Resolved, That we are assured that there should 
be no material change in the law as it nuw stands. 
That our deliberations have demonstrated that those 
PPSgoeg which in some counties seem to be use- 

ess, are in others of great value, and that owing to 
the great difference in the conditions in the various 
counties, it would be eminently unwise to fix by 
legislation any rigid system for the entire state, but 
thatas large a discretion as possible be left as at 
present inthe county boardsof education, so that 
they may conform their rulesto the wants and 
necessities of the people of their immediate coun- 
ties. This is fully demonstrated in the laying out of 
school districts, where practical experience shows 
what may be of advantage in one section, is exceed- 
ingly harmful in another, that the location of cen- 
ters of population, the direction of roads and of 
streams, are often of more importance than mere 
distance in such laying out of districts. 

Resolved, That we are a unitin our opinion that 
the one thing needful to make our public schools 
thorougly efficient and an object of pride to the 
- State is money; thatsolong as we lack*this motive 

power, no legislation on jhe subject of administra- 
tion can be of any material value. That the statis- 
ties of the work accomplished at present by our able 
and earnest school commissions prove indisputably 
that in no state in the union is so much realized 
with so little support from the state, and that witha 
liberal grant from the state, our system would give 
most excellent and gratifying results. 

Resolved, That we most respectfully submit, that 
to accomplish this end there should be levied a tax 
of one-tenthof one percent on all property in the 
state, as experience teaches that no system in any 
state has ever become adequate until resort hasbeen 
had to direct taxation. 

Resolved, That to supplement the funds otherwise 
obtained, that the county boards of education shall, 
before the spring term of the superior court in their 
respective counties, make an estimate of what addi- 
tional funds may be necessary, and shall direct the 
county school commissioner to embody their action 
in his report to the grand jury, and that if two con- 
secutive grand juries shall recommend such an 
amount asthe board has asked for, or any less 
amount, then it shall be the duty of such officer, or 
officers to whom the management of the county 
business may be confided by law, tolay a tax suf- 
ficient to raise such an amount as the juries have 
recommended. We believe the raising of money by 
local taxation to be not only necessary, but highly 
beneficial by indirectly giving the people a- control 
of the funds, and developing a personal interest in 
every tax-payerin the successful management of 
the schools, 

‘‘Resolved further, That we ask the legislature, 
now in session, to take such steps as they think 

oper to secure the passage in congress of the 

sluir bill, as we feel eoeureg of the state’s inability 
at present adequately to Pr ride forthe wants of so 
large a population o} illitcrate people, especially 
considering how suddenly they were endowed with 
avoice inal! political matters without any ade- 
quate preparation. 

“Resolved, That we believe that as some impor- 
tant sources of our present school revenue are de- 
creasing and are likely to further decrease in _fn- 
ture, that a tax upon dags would yield.-a_ consider- 
able revenue, of whicha large part would come 
from those who at present pay no taxes whatever, 

‘Resolved, That as the lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad will expire ina short time and 
there is at leasta ey es ‘that it may be sold, 
thus reducing the school fund $150,000 per annum, 
which, if not supplied from other sources, would 
be absolutely ruinous to our schools, wedo most 
respectfully but earnestly request our senators and 
representatives to make suitable provision so that if 
a sale should take place alike amount may be se- 
cured from some otLer secure and permanent 
means. 

‘Resolved, That inasmuch as the constitution of 
the state set aside bonds tothe amount of $350,000, 
issued under the act of December 11th, 1858, as a per- 
manent fund, the interest on which was to be used 
for common school purposes, and inasmuch as the 
legislation by resolution of February 25th, 1876, 
caused the destruction of said bonds thus depriving 
our school system of a material part of its revenne, 


be issued and that interest on the Same be annually 
appropriated to the school fund, and thatsuch ac- 
tion as to the past due interest be taken as fight and 
justice may dictate.” 

After a short discussion the resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted, every one of the thirty-six com- 
missioners present voting in their favor, 

The following resolution was then introduced and 
unanimously carried : 

‘Resolved, That for his great and earnest work in 
the cause of education, for his many acts of kind- 
ness to us in the past, and for his courtesy and at- 
tention during our session, we return our grateful 
thanks to our most worthy and eflicient state school

Green Carlton, another laborer, stated that 
he had observed that Jacobs was not himself 
and had questioned him about the trouble. 

“‘T am mad sick,’’ cried Jacobs. 

‘‘What about? The work too hard ?”’ 

‘No, not halfas hard as my wife is. Iam 
sick, but not from work,”’ answered Jacobs. 

To Hardin, another fellow hod-carrier, Ja- 
cobs said something about his domestic 
troubles. He said that he and his wife 
were out because she would not 
sew buttons on his shirt nor patch his clothes, 
and that somebody was trying to put her 
against him. When he left his work in the 
evening he was glum, and remarked to sever- 
al workmen : ‘You may not see me again.’’ 

The men did not take in the full significance 
of these words, and thought’ nothing more 
about Jacobs, or his troubles. Yesterday 
morning Jacobs was not in his accustomed 
place. It was soon reported that 

HE WAS DEAD. 

How his death Occurred is told by Dr. J. B. 

Stepp, who was with him in his last moments. 

i was hurriedly called early this morning to 
attend a colored man who was thought to 
very sick, and I was soon at his side. I found 
Jacobs in the article of death when I entered 
the room, and in less than ten minutes he was 
stone dead. It was about 4 o’clock when I ar- 
rived, and I saw at a glance that he was in a 
desperate condition. His facé wns puffed, his 
eyes dilated and his .breath was stertorious, 
and his pulse very*weak, denoting little vital- 
ity. Iadministered an emetic, but it was 
hardly swallowed, It was too late. Soon af- 
ter my arrival Dr. Collier came with a 
galvanic. battery. but as he was 
approaching Jacobs passed away. I questioned 
the man’s wife closely, and she stated that the 
night before her husband had complained of 
feeling bad, of suffering with rheumatism, and 
had gone to Dr. Stepp’s drug store to procure 
some medicine. When he came back he took 
a small paper from his pocket and poured out a 
little white powder in a cupof water. This he 
gulped down, and said he thought it would do 
him good. She had a premonition of some- 
thing terrible, and hurried off to the store to 
ascertain what Jacobs had bought there. 
She was informed that “he had got 
nothing in the store. Then she 
returned home. The woman confessed that 
she and her husband had not been on good 
terms of late. There was a little 

JEALOUSY BETWEEN THEM. 

The woman also admitted that she had 
heard Jacobs swear that he intended to kill 
himself, but she attached no importance to 
this threat. Dr. Stepp and Mr. Gregory, who 
keeps the drug store where Jacobs saidhe got 
the medicine, state most positively that he did 
not getit fromithem. Just where he procured 
the drug that caused his death cannot be as- 
certained. From the way the mixture acted 
the physicians inferred that it wasa powerful 
opiate. 

THE CORONER VIEWS THE BODY. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Haines and a 
jury repaired to tbe residence of the 
deceased and there held an inquest over his 
body. Several witnesses were examined, their 
story being substantially the same as that re- 
cited above. The wife of Jacobs was sub- 
jected toa searohing examination, and she 
told the same narrative which she related to 
Dr. Stepp. After weighing all the evidence 
the jury rendered the following verdict: 
‘We, the jury, find that Lee Jacobs came to 
his death from an over-dose of opiate taken 
by himself with suicidal intent.’

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THE MARIETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


Senator Northcutt’s Bill Before a Commit- 
tee—The Arguments. 

The greatest interest is felt, not only in At- 
lanta, but in other parts of the state, over the 
efforts of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad to secure legislative consent to ) 
certain extensions. 

Last night the senate east a committee 
met to consider Mr. Northcutt’s bill, relative 
to one of these extensions. There was quite a 
large Atlanta delegation present. The moem- 
bers of the committee of the@hamber of com- 
merce,®headed by President Lowry, pre- 
sented the memorial of that body. Remarks 
were made by Mr. M. C. Kiser and Mr. A. C. 
Wyly showing how Atlanta business men fa- 
vored the extension of the road. Mr. George 
Brown, representative from Cherokee county, 
presented the views of “the people living along 
the line of the road. 

The closing argument was made by Mr. 
Hoke Smith on behalf of the company. He 
went into the entire question. He explained 
the object of the proposed extensions, show- 
ing what the connections would be to the 
north and to the south, and how greatly the 
road would necessarily develop the resources 
of Georgia and how much the people of sec- 
tions of the state other than that between 
Atlanta and the North Carolina line would be 
benefitted. The only competition with the 
State road would be between here and Narietta. 
From Marietta to Knoxville the competition 
would be with the East Tennessee. The small 
effect upon the State road ought not, he 
urged, for a moment be considered when com- 
pared with the benefits to the entire state. If 
the policy of promoting the construction of 
roads which would compete with the State 
road had really existed in the p , the Air) 
Line, the Georgia Pacific and the East Ten- 
nessee would never have been built, and the 
Western and Atlantic would have monopo- 
lized the territory on all sides. The fact that 
the legislature had not been governed by the 

olicy now urged has protected the state from 
ara twenty years behind where she now is. 
The same course of encouraging the develop- 
ment of resources of the state by the construc- 
tion of railroads alone can assure the future of 
the commonwealth. 

After Mr. Smith’s speech the visitors retired. 
The committee discussed the matter briefly 
and postponed definite action until a future 
meeting.

An Indiana farmer, who told his boys to 
burn every bumblebee’s nest they found on his 
farm, and who was complaining at the failure of his 
cloyerseed crop, was surprised when Maurice 
Thompson, the naturalist, suid: ‘That is why your 
cloverseed fails you. Bumblebe@ make your clo- 
verseed.” It is a fact that a strong nest of bumble- 
bees, in a big cloverfield, is worth $20 to the owner; 
for these insects are the chief agents in fertilizing 
the blossoms, thereby insuring a heavy crop of seed. 
In Australia there were no bumblebees of our kind 
and they could not raise cloverseed until they im- 
ported some of our kind.
